Matters Pertaining to the Virginius 
imbroztio—The Edgar stewart and

WASHINGTON, January 2.—No offic- 

ini information has been received 

confirmatory of the report from 

Madrid respecting the indemnity to 

be demanded by the Spanish Gov- 

ernment in the case of the Virginius, 
nor is it probable that any such 
claim will presented, the adjust 
ment of the questions involved hav- 
ing been arranged by the protocol of 
the two countries. If at any future 
time a bill of damages should be pre- 
sented, payment would, there is good 
ground for stating, be refused on the 
principle established by the Geneva 
tribunal in the disallowance of indi- 
rect or consequential damages, there- 
fore, it can certainly be stated that 
Spain will not receive any money 


whatever, growing out of the 
transactions in connection with 
the Virginius, even if that 


vessel had reached its destination, 
and been sold by the United States 
for violation of law. ‘The prepara- 
tion of the Virginius correspondence 
will be completed to-morrow, and 
may be sent to Congress Monday 
next. Itis represented to be volu- 
minous. Speaking to-day of the in- 
telligenece trom Havana that the 
‘Tornado had left port and it was gen- 
erally stated she had received orders 
to pursue the Edgar Stewart, and if 
she proved to be of the same charac- 
ter asthe Virginius, sink her, a gen- 
tleman, high in official position, said 
the ignorance, or want of correct in- 
tormation on the part of Spanish offi- 
vers, Was never. more apparent than 
in this instance, as it was known 
here that the Edgar Stewart is still 
ut Baltimore with no immediate 
prospect of leaving for any port of 
destination.

Sketch of the Life and Character of 
Hon. Weldon N. Edwards. 


Died on the 18th of December, 1573, at bis 
residence at Poplar Meunt, in Warren 
county, Hon. WELDON NATHANIEL ED- 
W ARDS. 

Mr. Kdw rcs was born on the 25th day of 
January, 1788, about two miles noriheast of 
Gasion, In the county of Northampton. 
His parents were poor but worthy and de- 
serving. In early life ne removed to War- 
ren county with which his name afier- 
wards was so honorably conn: cted. 

He was educated a the Warrenton Acad- 
emy, Where he was a fellow student of -‘hief 
Justice Ruffin. Nw college welcomed him 
to 1ts hails of learning or its elassic shades. 
He rvad law with the venerable Jot:n 
Hall, woo was his benefactcrin early life, 
and to wom he was alwa:‘s tenderly uat- 
tached. Hi. professional studies were pur- 
sued with diligence and assiduity. He was 
lecensed in 1810. Little is now known as to 
his projess Onaistandin ,buihewa eonside 
ering the time he hau vee at the ba ,a 
well-read lawyer and an eloquent advo- 
cate, and having polite and engaging mar - 
ners he obtained an encouraging share of 
patronage. He had brilliant prospects be- 
fore him at the time he left the forum, for 
the more quiet pursuits of the planter, 
noiwitnstanuing the strong competition 
with which he had toecontend Like most 
oi the lawyers Who were cotemporary with 
him, he had a good c:eal of “esprit de 
corps,’’ and his associations with his breth- 
ren were a delightful companionship. In 
after life his reminiscences of the bar, es- 
its facetiz,’’ for whica po man 

ada higher retish, were exeeedingly in- 
teresting. I have often wished we had in 
North varolina a Campbell to fill up a gal- 
lery of portra is :rom the departed mem- 
bers of our profession. He would find rich 
and inviting materiais for legal biography. 
and mov. els of excellence which cur young 
men would do well to emulate, and which 
are weli caiculated to nourish in their bo- 
soins th. feelings of an honorable an ele- 
vated ambition. How fleeting is the fame 
of an advucate among us! His most bril- 
liant efforts live only in the fraii recotiec- 
tions of tradition. His greenest laurels 
soon fade toreve . 

In 18l4 Mr. Edwards was elected tothe 
House of Commons from Warren county 
to fill the vsexane created by he resigna- 
tion of William Milier, who had been ad- 
vane-d to the office of Covernor, and was 
re-elected in .815. he was probably, 
at the time of! his deatn, tne only 
surviving member of Leyi-la- 
tare What ava ssembliy was that 
of 1815! There were Ruffin, Murphy, 
Nash, stanly, Joseph J. Daniel, Plummer, 
Branch,Saunders, bru wn,the subject of this 
sketch, and many other highl. respectable 
members. Wurren county weil repre- 
sented. In the Senate Kemp Piummer, 
who died in 1826, and whothough not now 
prominent in tie public eye, was a man of 
genius and ao ora:o7; and Weldon N. Ed- 
wards an, Dr. Jobn H. Waiker in the other 
wing of the Capitul; and at the same time 
she nad the Governur of the State. one out 
of the two Senators in Congress, and the 
re presentitive from this Congressiona! dis- 
trict. 

Orange county, iucluding the town of 
Hillsburo, then entitied toa member cf the 
House of Commons, had aspitendid delega- 
tion. She wore {the cockade. Halifax put 
forth her strength. Caswe:l sent her abiest 
men, except Yancey, whothen graced the 
National Conncil, and was frequently called 
by Mr. Clay to the Speaker’s chair of the 

ouse. Newbern, wita her John Stanley, 
the Sher,dan of North Carolina, shone like 
a brilliant star. The reader must excuse 
this digress.on. My heart clings with fond 
affection to these proud memorials of the 
past. Mr. Edwaras his publie 
career under favorable auspices, in un a- 
mosphere fragrant with virtueand patriut- 
ism, and with shining lights and bright 
examples b fore him. 

In 1-16, after Wr. Macon .was sent to the 
Senate of the United +tates, Mr. Edwards 
was elected froim his district (the: compos. 
ed of Warren, Granvitie, Franklin and 
Nash counties) to the House of Representa- 
tives, and continued a member of that body 
until 18.7, when he retared from the bustle 
of pol:tical life to his cherished retreat, 
there to enjoy the tranquil! pursuits of the 
agriculturist. Mr. Edwards was a young 
man when he eutered the House of pre- 
sentatives, then containing many men of 
cominanding ability and mature experi- 
ence. Hetook noactive part in the debates 
and made no set speeches. A youny mem- 
ber, and indeed one more advanced, might 
well be sileut in a hali which was yet ring- 
ing with the ele quence of Ulay, Calhoun, 
Webster and Rundolph.

He was, howeve:, an intelligent, weil ia- 
formed and aseful miu-nber, of deciued mer- 
it, and was much respexted at Washington 
by some Oj our eminent en, among whom 
might be named Mr. Craw “>rd, a member 
of Mr. Monroe’s cabinet, Mr. Macon, Mr.

Ineimbers ot both parties were very agree- 
able, and though clear in hisown views and 
strong in sympathy with one side, he did 
not permit honest political differences to 
disturb the harmony of social »ntercourse, 
wiih ut which existence itself would be a 
burden. He was a forcibleand argumenta- 
tive speaker, had a fine person and wel! 
modulated voice, and his delivery was a: i- 
mated, graceful and impressive. He never 
wasted the time of the Senate’with rothy 
declamation. He wasa first rate presiding 
Officer, entirely familiar with pariiament 
ary law and proceedings, ang a mode! of 
urbanity and propriety. In political] senti- 
meut he belonged tothe school of Jefferson, 
and iooked for the lights of political wis- 
deim to the philosop4ic shades of Mouti- 
cello. He never «btained or applied tor 
avy officeunder the President of the United 
States. All of his honors were conferred 
on him by the people and their respresen- 
tatives, and when seeking for popu r sup 
port he se-dom had opposition and was 
never defeated. 

After the adjournment of the Convention 
of 1861, he retired to his beloved home, a 
spot adorned by the most beautiful o1 our 
nati« e 1orest trees and shrubbery, planted 
by his taste, still more ado: ned by his vir- 
tues. There he spent a dignified and hon- 
ored old age amid rural scenes and the soft 
charms of cultivated nature, in the practice 
of virtv.e, in reading and reflection, in the 
bosom of his family, in the cherished so- 
ciety of bis iriends and neighbors, and :n 
the exercise of a liberal hospitality, and 
there too he shed around him the mili 
beains of his setting sun.

His autumnal yeare, tike those of Ir. 
Franklin, were serene and cheerful, though 
sometimes solicitude for his country might 
spread over his features a cloud of care 
He was a genial lina between the present 
and past generations, and having a soci: 
:pirit, a retentive memory and rare cullo- 
quial talents, hecharmed the old and young 
vy his graphic pictures of by gone times, 
and of the great and good men of our hon- 
cred State whu had passed away, and over 
whose ashes she had brooded in so: row. 
In the decline of life he was enlivened and 
invigorated by the reflecteu light of the 
past Mr. Edwards had lived long encugh 
to bury ali the triends ot his youth, the last 
of whom were Cadwallader Jones, of 
Orunge, who was a model of a Southern 
gentleman, when the word “geatleman”’ 
something More than a we're term 
of complaisance; und the profoundly iearn- 
ed and venerable Tnomas Ruffin. who was 
endeared 10 him by the sweet recollect:ons 
of early life, who labo.ed witb him in the 
fields of public service, and who trom 
biooming youth to heary age had bern his 
true and fast friend. It is graiifying to 
contemplate the unbroken intimavy be- 
tween ( hief Justice Ruffin and Mr. EFdwaids 
for a period exceeding sixty years, amid ali 
the vicissitudes of life from which friend 
ship alas is not exempt, ana towhichit has 
been supposed by some to be peculiuris ex- 
posed. As I bave had occasion to speak 
incidentally of Judge Rutiin, [ cannot for- 
bear to express My exaited opinion of him 
as a jurist. Lord Mansfiej}d said o!1 Lord 
tHardwicke that when he pronounced his 
decrees, Wisuom itsel‘ might be supposed 
to speak. I entertain the seme views as tu 
the judicial opinions of Judge Ruffin. bu- 
ring Mr. Edwards’ latter years time h:d 
bended his form and blanched his ivocks 
With frost and snow, but it bau sot enfee- 
bied his intellect, it had not chilled bis 
sy mpathies or extinguished in his breast 
the ioveof iiberty and the flames of patrt- 
otis. be was an upright, virtuous and 
conscientious Of pure norals, and an 
accomplished gentieman well fi.t-d to or- 
hbameunt the circie of social life. 

He was the executor ot Nathaniel Macon 
and his bosom triend. The writer well 
knows that Mr. Macon nighly esteemed 
bim, Was warmly atiached to him, and bad 
us Much cunfidence in his integrity as he 
had in that of any man living. The writer 
can pay 2 more lasting tribut- to the mem- 
ory of his f:iend by simply bearing testi- 
mony to this fact than he could do by the 
most labored eulogy, and as Mr. Edwards’ 
character is the property of thestate, he has 
not allowed a fastidious delicacy to prevent 
nim from uw:aking this statement, 

Mr’ Edwards, in July, 1862, pabtished, in 
pap let form, a biograp sketch of 

r. Macon, in which he paid a just tribute 
to his memory, and with happy conciseness 
sets forth the events of his life and the 
traits of his character, a sketch which may 
be read with profitby the yohth of North 
Carolina. gHis heart was in this production. 
It was a labor of love. The writer of the 
present brief memoir bas endeavored to 
Mmuanilest his gratitude by discharging to- 
wards him a similar duty of friendship and 
guard‘ng his fame while he is sieep- 
ing in the he llowed peace of the grave. Mr. 
Edwaras left no descendants, but a pious 
and affectionate wife laments her loss. As 
she :bends over the tomp of her departed 
husband, may she look to heaven for cui- 
solation. May she remember that

Virginians have just cause of pride 
in the happy political condition in 
which the Mother of States to-day 
finds herself. But a few years ago, 
like her unfortunate Southern sisters, 
she was trodden down beneath the 
ruthless and despotic hee! of miscre- 
ants and tyrants, and wus but a foot- 
ballin the hands of those who did not 
know and did not care for the real 
wants of her people, but who only 
sought to pander to the tastes of a 
misguided race, and backed by the 
power of the Federal Government 
itself, pilfered the State Treasury, im- 
poverished and degraded the sons 
and daughters of Virginia, retar- 
tarded every’ interest of the 
State, and prevented sons 
from building the waste 
places made desolate by the ruthless 
hand of war which had swept over 
her fair territory. But this state of 
things so aroused the noble sons of 
this noble State that in 1869, bya 
mighty effort, they threw off this in- 
ecubus upon their State’s prosperity, 
declared themselves to be freemen, 
and by a wise movement placed the 
administration of affairs in the hands 
of honest men. On the first of Janu- 
ary, 1870, GILBERT C. WALKER was 
placed in the gubernatorial chair, 
and an honest Legislature met in the 
city of Richmond. 

On Wednesday iast Gov. WALK- 
ER’s term of office expired, and Gen. 
KEMPER, the newly elected Gover- 
nor, on Thursday became (Cover- 
nor of Virginia. Gov. \WaLKER 
was a most efficient, faithful 
and popular officer. Although a 
Northern man, moving into Virgin- 
ia since the war, he fas had the best 
interest of Virginia at heart ; has ae- 
ted welland wisely ; has endeared 
himself to the people of Virginia; has 
wdded greatly to the prosperity of 
the Stateand to her material welfare ; 
has given the people a thorough con- 
fidence in their State Government, 
and he goes out of office carrying 
with him the good-will of every Vir- 
ginian. The Richmond KEnguirer 
says of him: 

‘And now, as Governor Walker 
retires from office let the people whe 
elected him ask and answer: Has 
he fulfilled his promise? Has he 
done his duty? Has he earried out 
fully, fairly and frankly, the policy 
of the Conservative party? There 
must be one, and but one, response, 
andin that is the unqualified and 
emphatic utterance, Well done, good 
and faithful servant.’’ 

Inthe exchange Thursday from 
WALKER to KeEMPER, Virginia once 
more obtains a Governor from her 
own soil, a gentleman possessing 
much talent and noted for his hones- 
ty of principles, and who, as a 
soldier, as a patriot and as 

a statesman. has a hold upon the 
warts of the citizensof Virginia, and 
War his administration that State

inay expect to continue the rapid 
st rides in the onward march of pros- 

perity which has marked her course 

since she came into'the hands of the 

WALKER government. God speed 

the day when this Mother of States 

shall only know of her once despoiled : 
condition by the traditional past, and 

when hersons and daughters shall 

have regained that prosperity which 

was their wont before her bosom was 

torn asunder’ by the shock of war and 

her people thus deprived of the labors 

of a century. 


“T,ook Now Upon This Picture 
and on That.”’ 

If the sentence of the law was car- 
ried into effect, yesterday, JOSEPH 
BAKER, a white man, was hanged in 
Charlotte for the murder of a colored 
man. Fairly tried by a jury of white 
men, he was justly econ victed, and, in 
obedience to the stern decree of 
the law, was justly condemed to 
die. The homicide succeeded a 
bar-room quarrel, and perhaps in 
those States where there are degrees 
in murder, would have been found 
by the jury to have been murder in 
the second degree, and the life of the 
doomed man would have been saved. 

To-day there is in the county jail 
of Wake, a white man, from Johnston 


county, under sentence of death for } 


the murderof an old, friendless negro. 
He was prosecuted by the Chairman 
of the Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee, tried by a jury composed 
equally of blacks and whites, con- 
victed and sentenced. 

We have only praise for the juries 
who thus did their duty under trying 
circumstances, and not one word to 
say in mitigation of the offences of 
these criminals. 

There is another prisoner in the 
jail of Wake, whom we have seen 
from time te time in the Court House 
square, hitching mules, sweep- 
ing the square, ete., and seem- 
ingly acting as ai jail atten- 
dant. ‘his is LEE DUNLOP, a negro, 
who has been convicted of the mur- 
der of JAMES GLEASON, a respectable 
citizen of Charlotte, and who obtained 
a new trial by the marvellous stupid- 
ityof the Judge presiding. Thesame 
Judge did not err when he tried 
BAKER. The murder of GLEASON was 
committed in the presence of the 
Mayor of Charlotte, then holding 
Court, under circumstances of pecu- 
liar atrocity. Before DUNLoP could 
be tried again, the Supreme Court of 
North Carolina, in an opinion, to say 
the least of it, which startled the 
profession, decided that he could 
remove his case to the Circuit Court 
of the United States. Thus was 
the Court swift to yield) up 
the sovereignty of the State, in 
part committed into their bands, to 
theever encroaching federal power. 

JUDGE BRooKs, however, more 
faithful to his State than her own ju- 
diciary, did not agree with the Court, 
and the case of DUNLOP, upon a dis- 
agreement between Judges Brooks 
and BOND, Was taken tothe Supreme 
Court of the United States. The 
order not beinga final one, the appeal 
was dismissed, and the case reman- 
ded. It now hangs like Mahomet’s 
coftin, between the two jurisdictions, 
and if tried by either, the trial wlll 
perhaps amount to anullity—for even 
the consent of DUNLOP cannot give 
jurisdiction to the Federal Court, if 
it does not by law possess it. In the 
meantime, while the white man from 
Johnston is ironed (as he should be), 
DUNLOP assists in policing the 
Courthouse square and other like du- 
ties. | 
Verily, the negroes of North Caro- 
lina need ask for no more ‘rights,’’ 
until white men receive the same 
privileges which the radicals of this 
radical-ridden Commonwealth are 
swift to extend to the blacks. A 
white man kills a negro and is justly 
hung ; a negro murders a white man, 
and is—given partial liberty ! 

Thank God! LoGAN retires from 
the Bench he has degraded, after the 
next electicn. White men of North 
Carolina, you have seen what your 
brethren in Virginia did; you have 
seen the movementin the great North 
West; you have heard the thunder 
from Ohio and New York, Will you 
alone continue to wear the shackles of 
the most corrupt domination that 
ever cursed a people? If you again 
permit it, you deserve your ruin; 
you merit your shame. 
to feei that if your best friend is mur- 
dered by a negro assassin, the mur- 
derer will be allowed to go unwhipt 
of justice. 

P. S.—Since the above was placed 
in type, we learn that the Governor 
has respited BAKER until the 
16th inst., the respite going to Char- 
lotte yesterday by telegraph.
